1st- Lt. Ralph A. Brearly, 
Camp Inspector General 

An old Army soldier, Lt. Brear¬ 
ly enlisted in the Regular Army at 
Fort Logan, Colorado, in Jan. 
1915. As he tells it, the reason he 
joined up was because a recruit¬ 
ing sergeant informed him that 
“every day in the Army was like 
Sunday on the farm” . . . and he 
fell for it! Loving horses, he en¬ 
listed in the Cavalry. 

After completing basic training 
at Ft. Riley, Kansas, Lt. Brearly 
was transferred to Fort Brown, 
Texas, where he was to see prac¬ 
tically ' continuous service for the 
next 23 years. There he served 
with the 12th, 13th, and 14th Cav¬ 
alry Regiments patrolling the 
border between Brownsville and 
El Paso. 

He never left the country dur¬ 
ing World War I. His Regiment 
engaged in skirmishes with Pancho 
Villa and his hordes but he missed 
that action being on detached ser¬ 
vice at Ft. Riley at the time. 
Many years later he was to see 
plenty of it. 

In 1939 he was appointed War¬ 
rant Officer and assigned to the 
Inspector General Dept, at the 6th 
Corps Area in Chicago. February, 
1941, saw him transferred to the 
Hawaiian Islands and he was in 
the thick of it when Pearl Harbor 
was attacked. 

Relieved in Sept. 1942, he was 
sent to the 1st Cavalry Division at 
El Paso, Texas, and there eight 
months later commissioned a First 
Lieutenant. 

Like most cavalrymen, Lt. 
Brearly doesn’t believe there’s a 
finer organization than the Horse 
Cavalry. He loved the life of a 
soldier on the border and will re¬ 
turn to that section of the coun¬ 
try upon his retirement. 

His ambition, he said, is to be 
a first class beachcomber around 
the Gulf of Mexico and through 
the Rio Grande Valley.
